New York Sun. In every respect, 
except for electricity, central heat- 
ing ound mechunical devices, the 
beller houses of 
Civilzations had about everything 
wh.ch the more recent house has. 
» With a few extra servants, we 
could lve just us comfortably in 
. thear homes us in our own. 
Heating was a problem, but both 
the Greek and Roman met changes 
In seusons ingeniously. In the up- 
to.dute house in the time of Augus- 
tus there were enough roomg to 
follow the sun uround the house. 
Roamans, who were the technolo- 
gists of antiquity, reduced the 
proper exposure for the different 
rooms to a formula: the special 
purpose to which each room 
. served, required a different expo- 
sure, surted to convemence, and to 
the postion of the sun. The prince 
ples which they set down can be, 
and often are applied in the orien- 
: tatuon of the later house. 


Winter dining rooms and bath- 

rooms were in the southwest part 
of the house for the reason that 
they need the evening light, and 
also because the setting sun ‘‘fac- 
ing them with all its ’splender, but 
; with abated heat, lends a gentle 
warmth to that quarter in the eve- 
ning.’ Bedrooms and libraries had 
an eastern exposure, because their 
purposes required the morning 
light; furthermore, books in such 
libraries were less subject to de- 
cay.
